interesting experiments are being made In 
the signal corps wilh the new telephone 
line. The experiments are conducted by 
Capt. Kilbourne, will a view to ascertain- 
ing the practical value of such means of 
communication in field service. 


Gen. 
Greely believes that the telephone 


will supplant the telegraph in future 
military engagements, and has added to 
the corps outfit an apparatus secured by 
the military attache at , Paris from the 
French army authorities.

More recently the common telephone

Conversation 
could be heard distinctly at each end of 
the line, and the only defects noted were 
when the lines were buried in water. 
When partly submerged, or when wound 
around outskirts containing water, sound 
was easily tinnsmitted. The experiments 
are to be continued, and every efibrt made 
to perfect this system of communication.

To Jail for Stealing Tbr«« Cblckrni. • 


[Special In*Cinclnnatl Enquirer.] 


Passing strange is Ihe fate of David 


Blackburn, a convict at the penitentiary, 
who has just tested the constitutionality 
of the habitual, criminal act in the hope 
of regaining freedom. A fact known to 
but very few Is that the crime which led 
to a life sentence being passed upon Black- 
burn was the theft of three chickens. 


Prior to that offense, however, he had 


served two terms in the pen. 
In June, 


1890, he was found guilty for the third 
time! and on this occasion he was sentenced 
for life tinder the habitual criminal act. 
His offense in the last case was a trivial 
one. 
He-broke Into au outhouse and 


stole three chickens and a basket in which 
to carry them away. 
The breaking into 


the building constituted burglary, how- 
ever, and the court made po allowance 
for the small value of the property stolen, 
holding that tbe intent of the defendant 
was doubtless just as evil as though he 
had carried away thousands of dollars. 


A fund wis raised a few months ago 


among the prisoners confined in the peni- 
tentiary under the Habitual Criminal act, 
to test the constitutionality of that m ens- 
ure. Blackburn was selected as the one 
of their nupbeT to act as plaintiff, and 
Attorney Jobn .1. Chester, of Columbus, 
was employed to present the case to the 
Supreme Court. 


Sir. Cheater's action bef6re that tribu- 


nal was bas4d upon a claim that a man 
can only be punished for an ofiense under 
the laws of "the State or nation; that the 
fact of a mdo having been twice convicted 
of penal offense does not in itself consti- 
tute a third i separate and distinct ofiense, 
and coasequbntly could not be constitu- 
tionally punished under the luw in ques- 
tion. The Supreme Court last Tuesday 
sustained this constitutionality of the act.
